New Save On Foods joins I

is friends affectionately call 
Hee Smilin’ Vic, but Victor 
Jones didn’t have much to 
smile about last month. 

As SEE reported July 20 (Our 
Voice Vendor Turfed), Jones, a 
vendor for the Our Voice newspa- 
per, was told he could no longer 
sell the paper outside the Strath- 
cona Gardens IGA on 104 Street. 
According to IGA management, 
customers had been complaining 
about Jones’ presence, saying he 
made them feel “uncomfortable.” 

At the time, Jones was unavail- 
able for comment. Just days after 
being forced to leave the IGA, 
where he had sold newspapers for 
1-1/2 years, Jones’ mother passed 
away. He had gone to attend her 
funeral in Saskatchewan. 

Jones had sold the paper at IGA 
for 1-1/2 years and continues to 
sell Our Voice. The 48-year-old 
splits his time between the north 
and south sides of Edmonton 
Centre on weekdays and spends 
his weekends on Whyte Avenue, 
selling outside Chapters on 105 
Street and Albert’s Pancake House 
on 104 Street. 

He is remarkably cheerful and 
although he doesn’t agree with 
IGA’s decision, Jones isn’t bitter 
either. 

Jones said he was aware of 
some customers complaining to 
management for some time, but 
said the complaints weren't always 
about him. 

“We had another vendor who 
was asking for spare change and 
bus fare. He was just always ask- 
ing for money and he pushes the 
paper in front of people,” Jones 
said. “We have a hard enough time 
selling it ourselves without some- 
body else forcing it on them and 
asking for money.” 

Jones said he has seen a signifi- 
cant drop in sales since being 
forced from the IGA. He had built 
up clientele during his time there

and on average he’d sell at least 20 
newspapers a day. “Some days I 
was selling 50,” he said, for an 
average donation of $2. Now he’s 
selling between 10 and 12 papers a 
day. 

Our Voice has been encouraging 
the public to write letters to 
Michael Bateman, vice-president 
of Bateman Foods Ltd., which 
owns the Strathcona Garden 
Market IGA, in support of Jones. 
But Bateman hasn’t budged on his 
initial decision, said Jason Harley, 
marketing manager of Our Voice. 

Bateman could not be reached 
for comment. 

However, Jones isn’t the only 
vendor affected by IGA’s decision. 
Theresa McBryan sold Our Voice 
newspapers and T-shirts in front of 
the store in the evenings, after 
Jones left. She had been at the 
location since January. 

“I had regular customers there. 
It was a good gig for me. I could 
get the whole money thing done in 
a relatively short period of time 
and then I could go out and do vol- 
unteer work,” she said. “But now I 
have to spend so many hours 
vending, I just don’t have any 
time.” 

McBryan, 54, said she’d spend 
three to four hours selling Our 
Voice merchandise outside IGA 
and would average 15 sales a day. 
It now takes her eight to 10 hours 
to make the same amount of 
money. But McBryan also under- 
Stands why IGA made the decision 
to ban vendors from -

dmonton’s live electronic movement continues to 
F build momentum as a growing number of artists are 

hitting the stage. Swooopaudio is one such electrical- 
ly-charged musical engine that’s preparing a forthcom- 
ing release of its latest, and possibly greatest, collection 
of tracks on the CD compilation entitled Demolition 
Sessions.

So what would yow rather be 
— arock star or a folk singer? A 
lot of us would just take the 
champagne baths and hot and 
cold running groupies in a New 
York minute — but Catie Curtis 
is made of more noble stuff, _ 

“One of the definitions of folk 
music to me is that folk perform- 
ers want to connect with people 
and relate — they want the audi- 
ence to identify with them, 
whereas in the rock world, 
there’s more of a sense of putting 
a performer up on a pedestal,” 
says the Cambridge, 
Massachusetts-based singer- 
songwriter. “With folk, whether 
or not the story is completely 
mine, you want the audience to 
feel like it’s completely theirs — 
that they can completely step 
into this story and make it their 
own. | think Bruce Springsteen is 
a folk singer for that reason.” 

Curtis has been toiling in the 
folk-singing trade for over a 
decade now, amassing a small 
but devoted following and devel-

oping a reputation in the indus- 
try. The most recent fruits of her 
labors can be heard on A Crash 
Course in Roses. Since its release 
last year, she’s been on the road 
opening for- Mary Chapin 
Carpenter (who- guests on the 
album) in Europe, as well as tak- 
ing her own band out for select 
dates in the U.S. For her trip to 
the Edmonton Folk Fest, she’ll 
appear in a more pared-down 
configuration. 

“Tm bringing my band of one 
— Mr. Jimmy Ryan on the man- 
dolin — he’s really awesome and 
he’s the one person who came 
with me last time, four years ago. 
So he and I together make a 
band.” 

Travelling light may have been 
part of Curtis’ impetus to pick up 
a guitar in the first place. She 
started her musical life as a 
drummer, but got pretty tired of 
the labor involved. 

“I had to transport those drums 
every time we rehearsed and 
every time a band broke up I'd 
have to get a new band together, 
so it just became a big hassle. So 
I decided, goshdarnit, I’m just 
gonna play guitar and write songs 
and not have to co-ordinate and 
carry heavy instruments. I proba- 
bly started writing songs toward 
the end of high school and into 
college and pretty much once I 
started playing guitar, I decided 
that was where I was going to put 
most of my energy. I’m still in 
love with the guitar, I still love 
playing and writing songs on the 
guitar.” 

Though Curtis pledges alle- 
giance to the folk milieu, which is 
notoriously glamor-free, the trap- 
pings of mainstream fame hold a 
certain whimsical appeal to her. 
After all, a Grammy’s not com- 
pletely out of the question. . . 

“I always think it would be fun 
because I love to think what I 
would wear (to the Grammies). 
You see people on TV and you 
wonder what possibly you would

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Blackie and the

The gritty folk-rock of super- 
group Blackie and the Roadie 
Kings is guaranteed to make an 
impressive impact at the Edmon- 
ton Folk Festival. The comple- 
mentary talents and chemistry 
between Stephen Fearing, Colin 
Linden and Tom Wilson is unde- 
niable and totally refreshing. 
Fearing is a sensitive and melod- 
ic folkie, Linden is known for his 
blues and slide guitar and Wilson 
is the gravel-voiced singer of 
hard rock band Junkhouse. 
Together they are a melodic tour 
de force who some have dubbed 
Canada’s answer to. the 
Travelling Wilburys. 

“We all realize that what makes 
the band tick and so appealing to 
people is that the three of us 
have different influences musi- 
cally and styles musically — and 
yet they gel,” Fearing said. 

The band’s curious name stems 
from a song written by veteran 
Canadian folk artist Willie P. 
Bennett, whose rootsy music 
drew Fearing and Linden togeth- 
er in 1996. Wilson signed on later. 

“Tt was a tribute to our friend 
and mentor in many ways. There 
was a lot of goodwill from people 
just because they love Willie P. 
Bennett’s music. And all three of 
us individually sparked people’s 
interests,” Fearing said. 

Colin Linden agrees the trio 
has developed a magnetic 
alliance. 

“We worked our asses off all 
that summer (of 1996) and ended 
up touring off and on for eight 
months with that first record. 
And in the process we became a 
band,” he said.

Last October, multi-instrumen 
talist Bob Egan got in his 1985 
Honda Civic and barreled from 
Mississippi to Ottawa in 18 hours 
in order to open for Blue Rodeo’s 
Jim Cuddy on his solo tour. 
Exhausted, covered in oil and 
late for his slot, Egan was sur- 
prised when Cuddy took him 
aside to tell him that the band’s 
pedal steel player had quit, they 
weren't auditioning anyone and 
“Here’s the schedule for the rest 
of the tour.” 

“So there I went from being a 
solo starving artist to sideman for 
one of the most venerable 
Canadian bands,” says Egan. 
“What an honor!” 

Of course, his tenure with both 
Wilco and Freakwater makes 
Egan something of a desirable 
musician, something the self- 
effacing guitarist leaves out. He’s 
also played with Billy Bragg, and 
toured on his own through 
Norway and Australia. And while 
he puts in his time with Blue 
Rodeo, a gig he seems to enjoy 
immensely, he also continues to 
tour his thoroughly enjoyable 
self-titled solo album on the side 
(“2,000 copies sold! That’s balsa 
status!” he jokingly announces), 
and work on his second.

So many Folk Fest stages, so little time 


formance four 
years ago was 
stellar. His guitar 
playing was jaw- 
dropping.

fitting that songwriter extraordinaire Ilan Tyson, who 
has long made our province his home, is slated to 
close the festival. It’s been at least a decade since the 
man who penned Four Strong Winds has graced the 
main stage and it’s longer than that since this 
Canadian classic has been part of the finale. 

Other do-not-misses — Blackie & The Rodeo 
Kings: how can you not love Colin Linden, Stephen 
Fearing, Tom Wilson? Groovin’ bassist, wicked dub 
yodeller and cool dancer Laura Love is perfect Folk 
Fest fodder. Fine Nashville supergroup Dead 
Reckoners are impeccable musicians and always give 
out an excellent set. Vancouver guitar and violin duo 
Zubot & Dawson (formerly of the Spirit Merchants) 
are fabulous players in the roots-rock style. Odetta, 
“The Queen of American Folk Music,” with a rich, 
weathered voice that reaches to your soul. Prince 
Edward Island songwriter Lennie Gallant is out on the 
folk fest circuit, touring behind his new live album. 
This Juno and East Coast Music Award winner has 
released a beautiful mix of favorites from his live 
show, with new material. It’s Heartbreak Hill's 
Edmonton début, but if you read Peter North’s 
Blueberry Bluegrass Festival review of this band in 
the Edmonton Jowrnal last weekend, you'll be front 
and centre for this act. 

As it is often said, the joy of the fest is being turned 
on to somebody you adore that you have not heard of 
before. For many this weekend it will be Slewfoot 
himself, acoustic bluesman David Rea. This is the 
player who innovated the “filigree” guitar style heard 
on the début album Lightfoot!, which later become 
the trademark of Gordon Lightfoot’s sound. 
Last year, prior to his Edmonton début at 
Festival Place, Rea said, “The wonderful thing 
about playing with Gordon is he’s a real good 
picker, solid as a rock — like a metronome 
this was just about my first job as an accompa- 
nist and I didn’t really know what I was doing . 

. lemployed sort of a Merle Travis style.” 

Locals Bill Bourne and Lester Quitzau have 
teamed up with Toronto’s Madagascar Slim, a 
terrific guitarist who has combined his feel for 
the blues with his roots from the folk music of 
Madagascar. Other local acts you should defi- 
nitely catch are the compelling Latin ensemble 
jBomba!, guitarist Mark Sterling and bluegrass 
combo Jerusalem Ridge. 

A glaring omission to this year’s lineup is the 
usual, traditional reggae act — not that festival 
director Terry Wickham didn't try. Perhaps he’s 
grown weary of trying to get these bands 
across borders. Unfortunately, no reggae, ina 
year that is light on world beat.

S anyone who's followed Paul 
Jprertceven S career will tell 

you, his next film is always a 
crap toss. For every clever, enj 
able flick in his oeuvre (Robocop, 
Starship Troopers), there’s some 
witless, retrograde piece of shit 
(Basic Instinct, Showgirls) to dis- 
credit him. Hollow Man, the Dutch 
director's take on The Invisible 
Man, seems like an attempt to rec-

oncile these sides of his creative 
self, a Brundlefly-like fusion of his 
fascination with the dark side of 
human nature and his delight in 
cheap thrills and shiny surfaces. 

Jn fact, David Cronenberg’s The 
Fly is a good point of reference for 
Hollow Man; they tell similar sto- 
ries and, where Cronenberg’s film 
is a brilliantly perverse and sur- 
prisingly moving examination of 
his perennial obsessions (the con- 
vergence of technology and flesh), 
Hollow Man_is bereft of these 
redeeming qualities — of any sub- 


text at all, really — and pretty 
offensive in the bargz 

Like Seth Brundle in The Fly, 
Hollow Man's Sebastian Caine 
(Kevin Bacon) is a brilliant scien- 

i h his latest pro- 

bility serum he’s been 
working on for the Pentagon. And 
like Brundle, he’s maybe a little bit 
hasty in testing it on himself, 
which ends up rping his mind 
— he becomes intoxicated by the 
sense of freedom and power his 
“gift” bestows on him, to the detri- 
ment of everyone around him and 
ultimately himself. 

But where The Fly was peopled 
with three-dimensional characters, 
some startling meditations on bio- 
engineering and identity and a 
grasp of consequences, Hollow 
Man is a cheesy, leering action pic 
enacted by mannequins that has 
you wishing it were over long 
before it is. There’s a half-a 
attempt to explore the chz 
voyeuristic sides and how scientif- 
ic achievement doesn’t sit well 
with the inherent flaws of human- 
kind, but not enough to justify the 
film’s excesses. 

Unlike Brundle, Caine is a 
flashy-dressing, Porsche-driving 
egomaniac who has no core of 
decency to cling to and is so poor- 
ly filled-out as a character you 
know in 10 minutes you’re never 
going to care about the guy. Not

that he’s alone in his superficiality. 
His assistant looks like a Gap ad 
waiting to happen — everybody in 
lab coats! — and are about as 
interesting as the dead-eyed khaki 
zombies. There’s a peremptory 
love triangle thrown in, between 
Caine and two of his colleagues 
(Elizabeth Shue and Josh Brolin), 
which is a pretty flimsy central 
conflict, but there you go. 

Once Caine becomes irre- 
versibly invisible, the first thing he 
wants to do with his awesome 
power is spy on nekkid ladies. He 
gropes one co-worker while she 
sleeps — which, technically, you 
don’t have to be invisible to do — 


and assaults his mega-stacked 
next-door neighbor. The creepiest 
part of these scenes was the pock- 
ets of approving laughter in the 
theatre as Caine indulged in this 
“harmless” fun. Verhoeven’s atti- 
tude toward rape has always been 
disconcertingly lighthearted and 
here it’s no different. The rest of 
the film doesn’t bear out Verhoe- 
ven’s use of rape as an indicator of 
Caine’s gr ng corruption. 
Rather, it oversexualizes all the 
central characters, thereby sug- 
gesting their barely-contained car- 
nality is always appropriate. 
What’s more, the characters don't 
seem to have any feelings for each 


other — when Caine’s j,,,....

Dance takes centre stage at Fring

hey say that dance is the most 
Jaen show to sell in Alberta. 

Well, thank God for the Fringe, 
where conventional wisdom, such 
as it is, is challenged and rede- 
fined. 

This year’s Fringe features at 
least a couple of strong dance pro- 
ductions and two local shows will 
likely stand out. 

With multimedia projects, there 
is usually one component that is 
the grounding art form. In Destiny 
Dance Projects’ Spirit Conscious- 
ness Destiny, presented at the 
Cirque du Fringe, dance is the 
anchor. Local choreographers 
Kathy Metzger, Tamara Bliss and 
Tony Olivares have joined forces 
with vocalist Deborah Inkster- 
Bain, composer Ron Samson and 
visual artist/dancer Dani Altiere to 
create an hour’s worth of sensual, 
physical modern dance. 

Dancers Katrina Smy, Rob 
Litivinchuk, and social dancers 
Kyle Ramsay and Warren Yunker 
join the choreographers on stage, 
making this Metzger’s largest pro- 
ject to date. 

An integral member of the 
Edmonton dance community for 
the last decade as a teacher, per- 
former and choreographer in bal- 
let, modern and creative dance, 
Metzger started work on the pro- 
ject a year and a half ago. 

Spirit Consciousness Destiny is 
not linear but the show supports a 
concept. 

“Tamara and I have created self- 
portraits and play consistent char- 
acters throughout the show,” 
explained Metzger. The rest of the 
performers portray more abstract 
concepts like a Goddess figure 
(Inkster-Bain) and Destiny 
(Olivares). 


“Tamara’s self-portrait, Conver- 
sions, explores the male relation- 
ships in her life. Their energy, 
movements and voice change her 
persona and quality of movement. 
It’s quite theatrical.” 

Collective Residue, Metzger’s 
self-portrait, explores “how differ- 
ent people or spirits have influ- 
enced me to become who I am and 
my conscious choice to grow from 
them.” 

To that end the social dancers 
represent her parents, especially 
poignant, as her father passed 
away this past year. 

A canvas, placed at the back of 
the stage, represents the uncon- 
scious. Altiere responds to the 
movement on stage by painting her 
perceptions in color and form. 
“There is a collective residue left 
on the canvas that is both affecting 
us and that we're affecting,” said 
Metzger. “The piece switches from 
the personal to the abstract but is 
always spiritual.” 

Local dance company Kompany! 
has been on a four-year hiatus 
from the Fringe but returns this 
year with Siz Singular Sensa- 
tions. 

Their upcoming Fringe show 
brings them back to producing two 
shows a year. 

Six Singular Sensations, on 
Stage 1 at the Cirque du Fringe, 
features Bryn Clarke, Lance Card- 
inal, Tom DelBello, Marleigh 
Rouault, Helen Camisa and Lind- 
say Thomas. 

“It’s a collage of musical theatre 
themes and styles where each per- 
son does their own one-person 
show. Each person is either a 
triple threat or outstanding in their 
own field.” 

Two of the actors have created a 
“salad” self-portrait using text, 


song and movement. “One ; about 
craziness and the other j 1 per 
sonal journey about how musica) 
theatre has affected his lif:
